Assemblyman Willie Brown from San 
Francisco came to the SSC campus 
Wednesday, telling those in the Little 
Theatre that student groups, low income 
groups and minority groups all need a 
clearer view of the political situation in 
this country 

Brown said that youth is listening to the 
polls in regards to the coming clection, 
polls which are not really truthful 
“People in young groups are for Unruh, 
people in low income groups are for 
Unruh, people in minority groups are for 
Unruh. But.” he added, “these people di 
not go out and vote. The only way to 
make these people vote is to go out on 
election day and see to it that they all do 


vote.” Brown said we must go to the 
election booths and see to it that th 
people of this state are “aware of the 
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truth.” 

Brown suggested that Reagan and “his 
kind” remain in office because “people of 
yesterday go out and vote. We all must go 
out and help to create a just society in 
which people of all segments of our 
society are treated equally.” 

“The pursuit of truth can be attained 
only if Reagan is removed from office,” 
Brown continued. “Unruh will hold a 
better future for citizens of California, 
better opportunity in the form of better 
jobs and equal rights for all.” 

If we do not go out and support Unruh, 
Brown predicted, Wilson Riles will not 
win over incumbent Max Rafferty, nor 
Tunney over Murphy. 

We must be out on election day doing 
our part so that Unruh and the rest of the 
“righteous people” can make it in office, 
Brown explained. He said that Harry 
Truman ran the same campaign that 
Unruh is running: a “give-em-hell” 
campaign 

“Of all the things that have been 
accomplished in the last four years do 
you think your children are receiving 4 
better education? The answer is no. Do 
you believe job opportunities have risen? 
The asnwer is no. Reagan will have to 
admit that the legal safety in our state has 
not improved in the last four years.” 
Brown said 

Brown maintained if Reagan is 
re-elected there will be chaos in this state 
“Reagan has caused the people of this 
state to live a little bit worse without 
having to move out of their 
neighborhood.” 

Brown urged all of us to do something 
about frontline committees to see to it 
that Jess Unruh, Wilson Riles. John 
Tunney, Willie Brown are elected. Brown

Professor Frank Kofsky 
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Report nailing campus 
radicals is prohibited

ASHINGTON (AP)~—Public 
distribution of an official House r-port 
on so-called radical campus speakers was 
prohibited today by a federal judge. 


“The report of the House Committee 
for Internal Security is without ary 
proper legislative purpose,” U.S. District 
Judge Gerhard Gesell said in his ruling, 
‘tand infringes on the Constitutional 
rights of individuals named therein.” 


The American Civil Liberties Union, 
which won the permanent injunction 
against publication of the offical report at 
public expense, called the decision the 
first ever in which a court restricted 
Congress’ authority over its own reports 


The House committee report lists 65 
speakers it identifies as members of 


The judge said there has been an 
increasing teridency by Congress to 
investigate “for exposure’s sake” and said 
he hopes Congress on its own will limit its 
investigations to subjects directly related 
to legislation. 

Gesell’s injunction is only the U.S. 
public printer and only prohibits 
publication of the House report at public 
expense. 

The judge indicated in open court last 
week that he could not realistically 
accept the ACLU’s request that 
congressmen and everyone else be 
enjoined against reprinting the official 
House report on their own. 

A committee spokesman said “the case 
will be appealed and the matter will be 
undoubtedly brought before the House 
when Congress reconvenes, but beyond 
that there will be not further comment 
until the injunction has been examined 
and brought to the attention of the

much more than a medium for 
entertainment. Jazz, also an 
expression of black nationalism, 
attempts to express in new sounds 
the feelings of the black artist in a 
white society. This white society 
has not only stolen and exploited 
his music, for the white audiences 
where the money is, but has then 
turned around and attempted to 
deny that the black man in 
American possesses a distinct 
culture of his own 

“People speak of a ‘turn to 
Africa’ movement as an attempt 
to build a new culture for the 
black man in America. But that’s 
wrong. The movement is a return 
to Africa emphasizing the 
culture that has always been 
inherent in the black American. It 
has never left him. It’s solidly 
rooted in his life style, from his 
childhood games to the rhythms 
of his music.”

Black jazz and the cultural “rip-off” 


It is their music Kofsky feels has 
been most subject to the “cultural 
rip-off’’. Everyone remembers 
Benny Goodman as the ‘King of 
Swing’, but they never think that 
it was Fletcher Henderson who 
wrote Goodman’s arrangements 
and that most of his leading 
musicians were black 


In a way, however, this subtle 
racism, which enables the white 
imitators to thrive at the expense 
of the black initiators, has worked 
towards the music’s advantage. 
For as black nationalism develops 
witkin the artist, his music 
develops with him, expressing the 
feelifigs of a suppressed culture in 
vibrant sound. 


“The black jazz musician suffers 
a triple discrimination: first, his is 
black; secondly, his is an artist, a 
position our society does not 
respect; and thirdly, his art - jazz - 
is itself unrespected among the 
arts.” 


There are exceptions, Kofsky 
admitted: Miles Davis, John 
Coltrane, B.B. King - but then 
“with B.B. it took twenty years 
and even then how can you miss 
when you have press agents like 
Eric Clapton, the Beatles and the 
Stones working for you?” 


It’s just now that many whites 
are picking up on black music 
But even then focus is on the 
“obsolete forms” like the blues 
“The kids think they can put a 
feather in their hair and they'll be 
an Indian, but there's a lot more 
to it. It’s a way of life.” 

To Kofsky, jazz is a life. It not 
only expresses the feeling of the 
artist, it becomes the artist. Jazz is 
the black classical music, Kofsky 
explains. Soul, like white rock, 
expresses the temporary. The beat 
creates the mood, the lyrics the 
message. But jazz is a total 
expression, ‘“‘personal in its 
significance. It means something 
on its own. It’s timeless.” 

The timelessness of the music is 
evidenced by Kofsky’s book. 
Written while still in graduate 
school five years ago and sitting 
since then waiting for a publisher, 
the book is as current as if it were 
written yesterday. “The book 
publishers,’ Kofsky laments, “all 
turned it down because it wasn’t 
‘where it’s at’ five years ago.” 
Now the scene has changed and 
Kofsky’s book is ‘where it’s at’. 
“It’s fine for what it was and what 
it is, but it is not enough,” Kofsky 
maintains. 

Kofsky would like to write an 


continued from page | 
extensive work on the subject 
Methodically trace the music from 
its roots in Africa to its limits in 
the expressions of the black artist 


unbounded in scope and form, 
dependant solely on the 
complexities of the mind of its 


creator 


Jazz is as important, if not more 
so, then western music. “Many 
jazzmen are fully experienced 
with western music and its form, 
notation and theory, yet they still 


turn to the freedom of jazz. The 
artist doesn’t play jazz like a 
white musician plays jazz. He 


doesn’t perform the song; he is 
the song. It expresses his 
emotions, his opinions, his 
desires.” 


At the same time the forms, as 
unique as they may be, remain 
rooted in the ethnic heritage 
“Black drummers play differently 


then white drummers. It’s the 
rhythms - polyrhythms - they 
learn from each other, like the 


rhythm of an African song a 
mother might sing to her child 
even if she doesn't know what the 
words mean anymore.” 


This is the music to which 
Kofsky has devoted himself. 
Perhaps another publisher will 
back his idea for an exhaustive 
study enabling him to conduct the 
necessary research. The subject is 
no less important to Kofsky than 
the music itself is to the artist 


or someone like him, spends an hour explaining what the election 
means, who’s ahead and why.

Once in a while television presents a series with a political theme, 
either by direct means or as an underlying theme.

Shows like the “Farmer's Daughter,” ““Mr. Smith 
goes to Washington,” “Slattery’s Peoplc,”” and “Nancy” have all had 
their time on the floor Of these various shows only one, “Slattery’s 
People” (with Richard Crenna), dealt with the intricate machinations of 
the political arena on a realistic and powerful plane. This television 
season 4 new political series has debuted. It is one part of the trilogy 
series, “The Bold Ones.” its title is “The Senator” and as in the 
program in which pre-dates it, a serious attempt at the system we call 
the democratic process is presented. There is thing that 
differentiates “The Senator” from its predecessor, that thing is timing. 
The time is ripe for this series and those associated with its producation 
are well aware of it. The result is some of the finest moments of 
television viewing in an otherwise bland season. This coming Sunday 
night, the third program will be presented. It is titled “Power Play” and 
it deals with the backroom bargaining that goes on when selecting a 
candidate for political office. This episode is the perfect preamble to 
the upcoming gencral election on Tuesday 

Hal Holbrook plays, or more fitting, is ‘The Senator.’ His performance 
is one of sustained excellence. Holbrook (famous for his award winning 
portrayal of Mark Twain) doesn’t just play a role, he surrounds himself 
with the character and gives that part a special quality that is 
Holbrook’s alone. Ably assisted with a script by Ernest Kinoy and 
direction by Jerrold Freedman, “Power Play” achieves the rare position 
of reality 
Two others in the cast deserve attention, Sharon Acker and Michael 
Toland, Miss Acker plays Holbrook’s wife with a quiet beauty and low 
key delivery that aids the feeling of the show's reality. She is 
unquestionably right for the role. Michael Toland is Jordan, the 
Senator’s chief advisor and friend. His contribution gives the viewer 
more insight into Holbrook’s complex character and the intricate 
problems that a man in his position must face every day 
“Power Play” guest stars Burgess Meredith as the state party chairman 
with whom Holbrook has to play the power game. His performance 
never falters. it is another excellent portrayal in a career marked with 
great acting achievements 
“Power Play” will air on NBC (Channel 3) this Sunday at 10 p.m. Its 
quality, both in direction and acting will be readily apparent to those 
viewing This particular episode should be seen by everyone of voting 
age or close to it. Political Science instructors would do well to add this 
series to their course of instruction. With the growing complexity in 
campaigns and campaign issues the age of the apathetic voter needs to 
be ended. With more shows like “The Senator” we might just achieve 
the enlightened electorate long envisioned by political philosophers and 
Chet Huntley. 
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Defending revolution 
Socialist Buch opens 
SSC Palestine Week

Peter Buch of the Socialist 
Worker's Party called for the 
formation of a strong public 
opposition to the sending of U.S 
troops into the Middle East and 
‘‘No More Vietnams” while 
addressing a group of SSC 
students in the Little Theatre 
Monday 

Speaking “In Defense of the 
Palestinian Revolution” as part of 
the Palestine Week activities at 
SSC, Buch gave a lengthy 
description of the general 
revolutionary movement in 
Palestine and some of the causes 


behind it 
Buch noted the Middle East 
situation as “the most crucial 


issue in the world today.” It could 
conceivably turn into “another 
Vietnam” or possibly even a 
“nuclear confrontation.” 

“Put power in the hands of the 


masses” was a phrase used by 
Buch when talking about the 
revolution. There will be “no 


compromise” with imperialists or 
capitalists according to Buch and 


the Palestinian liberationists wall 
not sell out as the Nassers and 
Husseins have donc 

He continued by saying that the 
movement i popular with the 
people and will not be silenced by 
forces of the current Middle bast 
governments, King Hussein of 
Jordan in particular. Hussein 
attempted to put down the 


revolutionaries in the recent civil 
war but the base of the liberators 
was in the people and could not 
be suppressed for long 


Buch told of the ideals and 
practices of the Palestimian 
revolutionarics. Al Fetah, the 
largest Palestinian liberationist 


group, is calling for a democratic 
Palestine 

In an article in the Militant, a 
revolutionary publication, Al 
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Fetah called for a ‘‘New 
Palestine’’ where Palestinians and 
Jews would live together with the 
ex-aggressors and revolutionists 
Buch said that the liberationists 
are not falling into the same 
“racist trap” that the Israclis had 
gone into when the’ immigrated 
to Palestine 

“The Liberation of any people is 
up to that people itsclf,” said 
Buch and is not determined by 
small isolated groups 

He stated that the goal of the 
Palestinian revolution is a 
‘popularly based democratic 
state’ and he thought that it 
would be a “sovialist state.”’ 

On the topic of the Palestinian 
movement, he said that it had 
“remained true to the liberation 
of their people,” and those who 
did not continue to pursue that 
cause had been put aside 

Buch predicted that civil war will 
again break out in Jordan because 
the struggle for liberation will not 
end, and where there 
interference on the part an 
Arab state it must be overcome 
before liberation is complete 
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Voters won’t buy computer candidates

cwman, whose firm is handling 
political analysis for Republican 
Sen. George Murphy and Gov 

Reagan, specializes in gathering 
information and opinions from 
the public to feed to candidates. 

He told an audience at Fresno 
State College Monday that his 
company tries to furnish 
information which will help the 
candidate better orient his 
campaign toward the voters. 

However, he said, there is no 
way voters can be manipulated to 
cast ballots for a certain 
candidate

The first error made was that the 
fraternities did not have 150 
rushees. The actual list of rushees 
from the greek meet was 52, and 
that is nothing near the 150 
mentioned 

The second error made was that 
the fraternity system was 
changing and fighting the 
stereotype image of fraternity life 
Yet, if one would pledge, he 
would still be confronted by the 
stereotyping imagery. What is 
really being done is the creation 
of a front to establish that 
fraternities are making a genuine 
effort in changing their image. 
But, they don't practice what 
they preach 

The third mistake was that he 
stated the cost of pledging ranges 
from $45-80 and that membership 
dues range from $15-18 per 
month. His error was that he 
didn't bother to inquire into the 
actual cost of each fraternity 
before he gave his answer. The 
newest, ZBT, fraternity on 
campus has a ten dollar 
installation fee and seven dollars 
per month membership dues 
thereafter. Therefore, the article 
should be clarified as such: $10-80 
installation fees and $7-18 
membership dues. In essence he 
has left out an integral part of his 
own IFC by his misstatement. I 
hope this is not indicative of the 
rest of this organization 

Though I am an inactive member 
of the present fraternity system, I 
find that the fraternity system 
can't change if the isn't 
willing to work towards effective

change while practicing 
exclusionary concepts. | am also 
concerned with false information 
delivered to the students and
